NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—At noon to day 


one of the stands erected for the accom- 
modation of spectators of tbe Yale- 
Princeton foot ball match, at Eastern 
Park, fell, It was an open stand and 
was crowded with men, women and 
young girls. The whole north end gave 
way with a terrific cras,h and roar, carry- 
ing the rest of the stand with it in- 
stantly, and with a noise that sounded 
like thunder. The cries of men and tho 
shrieks of women were wholly drowned 
by tho crash, aud the rest of the spec 
tators sprang to their feet with shouts 
of fear and horror. 
When the -wreak 


lay still tho crowd dashed in to rescue 
those imprisoned, and for over half an 
hour those imprisoned under the rafters 
were being lifted out and carried away. 
No one was killed, but eny number of 
women and young girls were carried out 
fainting. 


The scene and the shock of it, com- 


ing in tho midst of cheers and songs 
and dm of trumpets of the students) 
made a hoirible contrast, and for Eome 
time, at least, silenced the great crowd. 
The stand that fell was the ono erected 
for this game, aud was occupied by 
those having admission tickets. Only 
one end of the stand, which hold 2,000 
people, remained standing with the 
boards upon which the people had sat 
sloopiug down to tho ground. 


This accident is in keeping with the 


entire mismanagement of the park com- 
mittee, the sale of their tickets to spec- 
tutors being a tiivaJ, filly matter in 
comparison with the awful consequences 
of this last example of their careless 
disregard for the public comfort and 
safety aud their desire to save money at 
any cost. A few dollars more might 
have saved tho broken arms and un- 
known and perhaps fatal injuries of a 
holiday crowd. 


The lowest estimate puts the number 


of those who aro hurt at fifty. This 
docs not take account of those who 
were merely bruised, but includes those 
who had limbs broken ond who were 
wounded internally.

doctors who happened to be on the 
grounds.

A. is in 
serious financial distress. 
Creditors, 


whose bills are long past due, are clam- 
oring for their piy, and threaten suit 
unless money be forthcoming. Such is 
the condition of affairs that oonfronte 
this department at the beginning of the 
new year. Since the inception of this 
important enterprise the burden has 
been borne by a few. 
A handful of 


earnest Christian men have regularly 
oontribated to carry on the work, but 
they have felt unable, in addition to 
this, to assume a debt of $3,500 that ac- 
cumulated for the most part during the 
erection of the building. The News ^is 
not of the opinion recently expressed 
by Mr. Donle, that unless the above 
sum is contributed by the general pub- 
lic, the doors of the institution will be 
closed, and a red fl»g hung out. Bather 
than that such a calamity should occur, 
we believe the same men who have 
borne the burden for BO long, would 
themselves secure the money needed to 
pay off the debt.

Tho Bass Works are Jteateu in a Case 


nt Tcrre Haute by Parke County. 


(Terro Haute Express) 


Tflo famous case of tno Bass Foundry 


oompSDv, of Fort Wuyne vs. the com- 
missioners of Parke county, was decided 
in favor of the defendants here yester- 


day, 
having been venued from Parke 


county. In this suit tho plaintiff sueJ 
:or §17,000 for material used in the 
building of the Parke county court 
iouse. The contract for building the 
court house was undertaken by one 
Myers, of Fort Wayne. Before he had 
completed the building the commission- 
ers refused his application for advance 
money and he quit the contract. The 
commissioners then made an agree- 
ment with the plaintiff in this case 
jy which the latter should furnish 
material the same as they had been 
doing when Myers had the contract and, 
;hatthe commissioners would pay all 
:hat Myers might*owe the company, 
provided the company would make the 
same a judgment against Myers. The 
company did not comply with the latter 
ootlition, but filed a bill for the entire 
amount due from both Myers and the 
county with the board of commission- 
ers, and the latter refused to allow it. 
The company then begun an original 
action cgainet the county in the Parks 
county circuit court without appealing 
the case from the commissioners. The 
county held that the order to bring the 
defendant properly into 
court 
the 


plaintiff must appeal the case frdra the 
commissioners instead of bringing an 
original action in the circuit court. 


JIB was the substance of a demurrer to 


the fourth paragraph of the complaint 
to which Judge White ruled that the 
circuit court was of general jurisdiction, 
and had jurisdiction without the form- 
ality of an appeal. On this ruling the 
case was taken to the supreme court 
where the decision was reversed, and 
the case being sent baok to the Parke 
circuit was venned to this county. 
Judge Jump, as - special judge, found 
for the defense yesterday on the same 
demurrer, and the case will be taken to 
the supreme court again. In this in 
stance the only hope of the plaintifi 
will be that the supreme court will not 
sustain the former decision. While the 
law at the time of filing the suit was 
that such cases must bo appealed from 
the board of commissioners within thirty 
days, yet the law has been changer' 
since BO that an original action may be 
brought as this one was brought. The 
decisions have .been purely concerning 
law and technical. There have been no 
claims of equity and the case has never 
come to trial on the facts.

company, of Fort Wayne vs. the oom- 
mieeionera of Parke county, was decided 
n favor of the defendants here yester- 
day, having been venned from Farke 
aunty. In this suit tho plaintiff aueJ 
or*17,000 for material used in the 
milding of the Parke oonnty oonrt 
house. The contract for building the 
court house was undertaken by one 
Myers, of Fort Wayne. Before he .had 
completed the building the commiBsion- 
rs refused his application for advance 
money and he quit the contract. The 
oommisBioners then made an agree- 
ment with the plaintiff in this case 
ty which the latter should furnish 
material the same as they had been 
oing when Myers had the contract and, 
oat the oommiBBioners would pay all 
that Myers might* owe the company, 
provided the company would mako the 
ame » judgment against Myers. The 
company did not comply with the latter 
edition, but filed a bill for the entire 
amount due from both Myers and the 
onnty with the board of eommiwion 
H, and the Utter refused to allow it 
rhe company then begun an original 
action sgainat the oonnty in the Parks 
county circuit oonrt without appealing 
he case from the commissioners. The 
county held that the order to bring the 
defendant properly into 
court 


plaintiff mtwt appeal the case frdm the 
commissioners instead of bringing an 
original action in the circuit court. 
This WAS the substance of a demurrer to 
the fourth paragraph of the complaint 
to which Jadge White ruled that the 
circuit court was of general jurisdiction, 
and hail jurisdiction without the form- 
ality of an appeal. On this ruling the 
case was token to the supreme 
when the decision was reverted, aac 
the ease being sent back to tb« Parke 
circuit was vanned to this oonnty 
Judge Jump, as-special judge, found 
for the defMIS* yesterday on the 
demurer, and the case will be taken to 
ihe supreme court again. In this in 
stance the only hope of the plaintiff 
will be that the supreme oonrt will not 
sustain the former decision. MUle the 
lawatthetime of filing tiw tnitwa* 
ihat such oases must bo appealed from 
the board of commissioners within thirty 
dayn, vet the law has been changed 
ainoe so that an original action may be 
brought as this one was brought The 
decisions have JMSU purely oonoerniai 
law and technical. There have been n< 
claims of equity and the cue has never 
oome to trial on the facts.
